Pleading that thoy thmselves were the -victims: of the robbers 


whom thoy wero assisting at the time, 
pleaded not guilty at Criminal S: 


robbery: by. two or more. 


The men were alleged to have been 
with two uncoaptured robbers in a 
junk which held up another junk and 
took the cargo of $00 worth of steam- 
ed water grass. The robbery oc- 
curred near Lung Ku Tan on October 
12. The defendants were apprehend- 
ed in.o sompan off Castle Peak. . 


Mr. Justice E, H. Williams heard 
the case ‘before the following. Jury: 
Messrs. V. Walker. (Foreman), Yu 
Fook-chin, Lim En-tet, J. Cc. R. 
Humble, Wong “Wah-ding, Yuen 
Kwok-ching and B, Soltau.

In his outline Mr. Prentis said a 
{man named Ng Min bought the grass

traced. 


About 2 p.m. on October 10, they 
were coming down stream into the 
New Territories when o boat con- 
taining the two men, onc stecring and 
the other in the bows, and two armed 
men, ordered them to stop. Under 
threat of revolvers, the cargo was 
transferred to the pirate boat. When 
Ng Min asked that some of tho cargo 
be left, first defendant spoke to an 
armed companion who thereupon 
gave Ng Min $3 and another foki 
fifty cents. 


When arrested, the two men de- 
clared that they had previously been 
robbed by the two armed men and 
had been forced to accompany them 
and assist In robbery. 


Case for Pity 


First defendant in his statement 
said that when Ng Min protested ut 
the robbery, he stid “Brethren, this 
is aw cuae for pity. Give them some 

ack.” 


The question. for the jury to decide 
said Mr, Prentis, was whether the 
two men were really under compul- 
sion. He suggested that they must 
have had ample time and opport- 
unity to escape if that was the case. 


_ Ng Min gave evidence benring out 
the Crown case, and after formul 
evidence, first defendant entered the 
witness box and deposed that he and 
second pccused were part of the crew 
of o junk previously ‘captured by 
other pirates, They had been coerced 
Into manning the pirates’. boat ana 
thelr own boat wag taken away pre- 
sumably for the sime purpose. 


Witness adhered ta the story under 
cross-exemination, and saic he told 
Leung Chuen his uncle, to tell nis 
employers of his predicament, 


Leung Chuen appeared at Court 
about this time and Mr. Prentis ten- 
dered him for first accused to prove 
his point as to the conversation, 

Leung Chuen confirmed the re- 
mark, but added, that it was made 
after Ng Ping’s arrest. Ng Ping did 
not appear to be acting under threat 
when the robbery was committed. 

Second defendant said his story 

twas the same as first accused's, 

The Jury considered for a few 
minutes, and returned a verdict in 
favour of both prisoners, who wer 
thereupon acquitted. .

Estimates Of Fighting 
Forces’ Costs 


Tokyo, Nov. 21. 

The Ministry of Finance on Satur- 
day finished nssessment of the estl- 
mates for all the Government Depart- 
ments cxcept the fighting services 
and will start to-day examination of 
the Army and Navy estimatcs. 

Although the Finance Ministry is 
maintaining its policy of leaving over 
those items which are not of urgent 
Lnecessity, it will take o “positive 
attitude’ towards plans relating tc 
reconstruction work following the 
hostilities. 

Efforts are being made, it is pointed 
out, to provide as fully as possible 
for the war relief measures. It is 
understood that the total amount of 
the Government estimates, including 
those for the Service Minlstrics, will 
run into enormous figurcs, 

It Is estimated that there will be 
an Increase of about Yen 225,000,000 
in the coming fiscal year in the 
internal revenuc which will malnly 
be derived from the temporary profit 
taxes imposed In connection with the 
China Incident. 

So far as the ordinary budeet fs 
concerned, the Government will not 
enforce new increases in taxcs. 
Final decision In this regard will be 
made in consideration of the military 
expenditures —Domel,

We DO NOT intend to enter 
into controversy with the 
anonymous writer who regularly 
contributes Musical Notes to a 
morning contemporary, and who 
yesterday made this newspaper 
the subject of an attnck because 
it demands brighter and better 
balanced = programmes from 
ZBW. 


_ Were it not for the fact that 
the writer in question makes 
particular reference to our com- 
ment on the playing of Chopin's 
“Wuneral March’ and suggests 
by innuendo that we are guilly 
of disregard for the solemnity 
of Armistice Day, his comments 
would go unchallenged. 


In referring to the broadcast- 
ing of the “Funeral March”, we 
merely illustrated the typical 
dullness of ZBW programmes. 
We drew attention to the fact 
that, on the day in question, 
listeners were inflicted with six 
and a half hours of solid classical 
or semi-classical programmes, 
and no attempt was made to 
provide entertainment for the 
type of listener who abhors and 
does not understand what it is 
all about, and who is content 
only with lighter entertainment. 


That is not our idea of a 
balanced programme, nor is it an 
isolated instance of the local

We hold no especial bricf for 
jazz, and would be as quick to

There, it is asserted, must be 
found the answer to “Whither?” In 
Palestine. . 

Here, in the Jewish Nationo! Home 
proniulgated by Great Britain by the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917 and en- 
dorsed by the League of Nations, 
420,000 Jews have sctticd slnce 1920, 

In what was previously derelict 

desert land and malarial swamp they 
have created a fruitful soll and 
raised every kind‘ of agricultural 
product, from the orange to the 
household vegetable, 
“On sandy wastes. modern cities 
have risen connected by great motor 
roads and rail, Water has been 
brought to the towns and the desic- 
cated fields, electricity in light and 
power to the remotest village. They 
have brought new industries to the 
backward Near East. 

They have built hospitals ond 
schools and a great University which 
stands proudly on. Mount Scopus, in 
Jerusalem. . . 

Since 1033, 136,000 Jews have fied 
from Nazi Germany. One-third 
of them, some 45,000, have been 
settled in Palestine, bringing with 
them £10,000,000 in capital which 
they have Invested In agriculture 
and Industry. 

Fourteen thousand of these Ger- 
man Jews—former artisans, profes- 
sional and bus'ness men—have gone 
on the land, 9,000 In private small 


holdings, 6,000 in the “communal” 
settlements. 

The others have been established 
in the towns and “colonies .as 
tradesmen and workers, Profcs- 
sional men, the Jawyers, doctors, 
teachers, have found employment in 
bullding, brickloying, road cone 
struction, and in the factories as well 
as in the hospitals, schools and 
colleges. :

Assuming freedom of entry, ¢x- 
perts maintain that Palestine can 
settte comfortably another million of

Viscount Samuel, formerly High 
Commissioner of Palestine, is by no 


means on extravagant advocate of . 


large scale Jewish immieration. 
Yet he has declared that there js 
room in Palestine for a population 
of not Jess than 8,000,000, including 
one million Arabs.

: Changsha After the Fire 


1 Changsha, Nov, 21. 
Changaho, after the disastrous 
fire, is steadily returning to 
normalcy under the enernetic direc- 
tion and supervision of the local 
suthoritles and public organisations. 


A sum of $200,000 npproprinted by 
the Central Government, and another 
$300,000 by the Nunan_ Provincial 
Government, have helped the fin- 
ancing cf various rehobilitation men- 
sures, General Chen Cheng and 
Genernl Chong Chi-chung ure now 
in fult charge of all relief measures. 


Emergency relicf is being distribut- 
ed by the International Relicf Com- 
miasion. Once thousand bales of rice, 
500 balen of salt, and 100 tons of coal 
have been allotted by the com- 
missnriat for the neddy. 


An army of five thousand coolles, 
are sweeping the streets of debris, 
while all the fire brigades In the 
adjoining districts of Changha | are 
now centred In the city. 

A spectal relief commission has 
been tormed, represented by the 
Provincial Government, the Garrison 
Headquarters, the Municipal Govern- 
ment, and the Police Force. 

Two: refugee camps have been 
established in the city, necommodating 
250 people. Free porridge Is offered 
‘to more than 600 people by these 
two camps dally. ; 

A temporary market, for the sale 
of daily | necessities, has been 
established outside the southern gate 
and another near the castern gute. 
Large numbers of people are crawd- 
ing the places purchasing meat, 
vegetables, and other food. 

Excellent co-operation between the 
civiians and the soldiers is in 
evidence cserywhere. A number of 
workers from the © Gencralissimo’s 
Political Board, arriving in Changsha 
after the bg fire, are dally turning 
out “wall ncwspapers" summarizing 
“tho chief events of the day at the 
front and on the rear,’ These papers 
are being posted In meny of the 
thoroughtares in the cily. 

* Another refugee camp, which will 
accommodate reiugees and wounded 
soldiers alike, will ec established 
very shortly.—Central News,

MURDER OF SAILOR | 
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Ship’s Greaser Charged 
At Sessions . 


That a grievance over the Joss of a job was the motive for the 


crime, was suggested 


by the Crown at the Criminal Scssions 


yesterday when the trial of Li Man, alias Li Wai-man a 43-year old 
unemployed ship's greascr, on a chargo of having murdered a man 
named Pun Shing in a boarding house on September 4, was com- 


menced before Mr. Justice R. E. 


Accused pleaded not guilty. The 
following Jury was empancelied to 
try the case: Messrs, Ip Kwaiechung 
(Foreman), Ma -Shum-ka, J, Chan, 
Chan Chi-wing, P. P. Botelho, Wong 
Ha-kityy and H, U, Irciand. 

Mr, J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, 
prosecuted, and Mr, H, Somersct 

| Fitzroy, instructed by Mr, F, X. 
D’Almada, Jnr., was for. the defence. 

Mr. Whyatt suld the case which the 
Crown would present in support of 
its allegation that prisoner was guilty 
of the charge was not, as so often 
in trialg of thls nature, one which 
epended upon Indirect evidence 
or deductions; nor was it one which 
depended on the veracity or even ree 
liability of its “witnesses, On the 
contrary, it ‘depended almost, though 
not exclusively but in a large men- 
sure, upon prisoner’s own admission 
that he stabbed deceased. 

The scene of the crime, went on 
Counsel, was the Lucn Hing seamen's 
bourding house in 24a Connaught 
Road Central, Anyone wishing to rc- 
side there had to become a member 
and contribute $2 2 month whilst in 
employment, In return for that 
contribution, he was entitled to stuy 
in the premises whenever he war aut 
of employment and receive two 
meals a day. 

Deceased was a seaman and he had 
been unemployed since February 
last, Being a member, he went to the 
boarding house und stayed there con~ 
tinuously until the time of his death. 
During his stay, he was Known as a 
quiet person, Accused had also been 
residing in the boarding house, but 
much longer than deceased, having 
been unemployed since 1936. 


Sense of Grievance 


There was no trouble between 
them untH August last when an 
event, quite Innocent in itself, oc- 
eurred which subsequently Ied to a 
sense of grievance on the part of the 
prisoner und finally, in the submis- 
sion of the Crown, to the murder of 
deceased, : 

On August 6, 9 mon named Tong 
Yat-kwong, who was employed. 2 
engineer on a Taikoo Dockyard tug, 
visited the boarding house, with o 
view to engaging three men to fill 
certain vacancies which he thought 
were pending. He explained the ob- 
ject of his visit to Lam Chun, an as- 
sistant accountant, In the presence of 
Soo Wah-kit. Lam went out for a 
while and returned with three men, 
one of whom was accused, Tong told 
them he was not engaging anyone 
at the moment but sald that he would 
return in the middle or end of the 
month, should there be nny vacancy. 

In the meantime, deceased told 
Chau Fook, another inmate, of 
Tong's visit. Being an_ acquaintance 
of Tong, Chau went and saw him and 
evéntunlly succeeded in obtaining 
the jobs for himself, his brother and 
a clansman, Accused soon learned 
of this and he appeared somewhat 
disappointed. He gave expression to 
his feclings in a conversation on the 
night of September 2, when he lald 
the blame on deceased, saying: “You 
have told people to go and get my 
work. You have gone round behind 
my back.” Deceased replicd, “You do 
your own work and I'll do mine.” 
Accused seemed angry at this reply, 
and he must have adopted a threa- 
tening attitude, for when he was on 
his way to. his bunk, deceased was 
heard to say to him, “I am not afraid 
of you.” 

Nothing further happened until the 
night of the murder, Deceased went 
to bed about 11 p.m., and about the 
same time accused was seen lylng In 
his bunk. There was no disturbance 
during the night, but about 5.45 a.m. 
Cheng Kwai-fook, a shroff, who was 
sleeping near deceased, heard shouts. 
He Immediately got up, and then saw 
deceased in apparent pain and blood 
coming out of a wound in the abdo- 
men, Cheng did not see anyone 
moving, but os a result of what de- 
ceased told him, he went to the rear 
of the premises but could not find 
the person. 

The police was notified and while 
nwalting thelr arrival, Chan Wal- 
hing, the Heensee, mustered the 29 
persons on the floor. He checked up 
their names, and found accused 
missing. 

A’Chinese constable arrived about 
6.30 a.m. and deceased was removed 
to Queen Mary Hospital, where he 
was immediately Operated upon by 
Dr. Denn Smith. Deceased rallied 
after the operation, but complica- 
tions followed and he died on 
September 8. / 


No Signs of Struggle 


The premises were carefully exa- 
mined by Inspector Whant, who 
found no signs of any struggic, nor 
were there any indications of the 
floor having been broken into, Stcps 
were taken to find accused, and on 
the morning of September 5 he was 
found by a Chinese detective sitting 
on the pavement outstde an opium 
divan in Percival Street. | : 

When formally charged, accused 
made an Incoherent statement to the 
effect that -someone hod threatened 
to put him to death. At the Magis- 
tracy, he gave.evidence end said that 

-[the clerk of the club told him he 
would, get hima Job If he stabbed 
Pun Shing to death, lie obtained o 
knife, a-lttle over four inches long, 
and stabbed Pun Shing, after which 
he ran to Wanchai. 

Mr, Whyatt concluded by saying 
thot in view of this frank and candid 
statement, it wag clear that accused 
committed the murder, and no 
nmount of {ngenulty could alter that.

Lindsell, Acting Chief Justice: 


The first witness called was Mr. F. 
C, Neville, of the P.W.D., who pro- 
duced coples of a plan of the board- 
ing house. In answer to Mr, Fitzroy, 
witners sald the dopr was bolted 
from inside and nobody, in his opin- 
ion, could have broken into the floor. 
The fire cscape, when he saw it on 
September’ 12, was. obstructed and, 
in his view, it was impossible for a 
huntan being to get in or out. 

‘Sergeant T. G. Mackny, police 
photographer, testified to having 
tuken photographs of the scene, and 
Chan Wai-hing, the licensee of the 
boarding house, told the Court that 
shortly after the crime, he mustered 
those on the floor and found accused 
missing. 

Evidence regarding the visit madc 
by Tong Yat-kwong was then given 
by Tong himself, and Lam Chun, an 
assistunt accountant. Tong sald that 
when he saw accused he thought to 
himself he would not' engage him as 
he knew him to be an oplum-smoker. 


Overheard Quarrel 


Chau Fool spoke of having obtain 
employment from Tong, and Wont 
Ping, another inmate of the boarding 
house, deposed to having overhear:! 
u quarrel] between deceased and ace 
cused ‘on the night of September 2. 
Wong suid that deceased passed u 
remaris nbout having lost n job, to 
which accused replied, “You will 
know about It later.” 

After corroborative evidence had 
been given by Lung Pak, Hui Cho- 
chong, servant boy, said that he 
bolted the door that night. Chang 
Kwal-fook, a shroff, stated that 
about 5.45 a.m. on’ September 4 he 
was awakened by shouts from dc- 
ceased, He got up and saw Pun [n 
apparent pain, and blood was coming 
out of hig abdomen. As a result of 
something he was told, he went to 
the rear part of the premises and 
saw that accused's bunk was empty. 
The door leading to the staircnse 
was half open. 

Lo Ching, an oplum divan keeper, 
said that accused spent most of 
September, 4 In his place at 20 Per- 
cival Street, ground floor; and evi- 
dence of.arrest wae given by De- 
tective Chan Hung, C641, who stated 
that he took prisoner into custody 
while he was siting on the pave- 
ment outside the house in the carly 
hours of September 5. 

Inspector L. KR. Whant and De- 
lective Mak Fu, C467, spoke of 
having visited the scene of the crime, 
the former adding that there were 
no signs of any struggle. . 

After Tsui Yan-chui police inter- 
preter, had read out the statement 
accused when formally 
charged, the ecnse was adjourned 
until 10 a.m, to-day.

Navy Man’s 
~ Death | 


Found Shot In China 
Fleet Club 


“SUICIDE VERDICT 


An inquiry into the death of Fre- 
derick George Pitman, a Chief Petty 
Officer of H.M.S, Birmingham, who 
was found dend from 4 gunshot 
wound in the China Fiect Club on 
October 16, was held before Mr. R. 
A. D. Forrest at the Central Magis- 


for the police, while the Jury’ com- 
prised Mcsars. H. M, dos. Remedios 
(Foreman), Sung Tak-lcwong ond I. 
M,. Sasso. Sait 


Dr. P. B. Wilkinson, who fs in 
charge of .the Victoria Mortuary, 
said that he performed ‘a post-mor- 
tem on the body of Pitman on Oc- 
tober 17 of 9.30 am.;A_ clreular 
wound In the scalp ond inch above 
the right enr, about half an inch 
in dlameter, was discovered. The 
sealp hair about the wound showed 
signs of scorching, while just above 
the side of the left car was another 
wound. . 


In his opinion, the cause of death 
wus wounding and laceration of the 
brain, hacmorrhuge and cardiac 
failure. The wounds were probably 
caused by a bullet 


The body was identificd: by Sub- 
Inspector W. N, Darkin the same 
morning as that of F. G. Pitmani 


Sergeant G. J. Perkins, the  pollee 


armourcer, testified to having 


had been fired recently, while the 
working, parts of the revolver were 
-covered with blood. - 


Evidence of showing Pitman to his 
room on the fifth floor of the China 
Ficect Club on October 15 was given 
by the bar boy, ¥ce Kwal, who said 
the C.P.O. uppeared to have had a 
few drinks that night, but was not 
drunk at the time. On entering the 
room at 10 o'clock the next morning, 
he saw Pitman lying in the bed with 
his face covered with blood. He left 
immediately and reporied the matter 
to Mr. W. Thynne, the assistant 
manager, who reported the matter to 
the police. 


Sub-Inspector Darkin then arrived 
on the scene, and discovered a service 
revolver under Pitman’s right arm in 
the bed. A_ bullet wound was also 
noticed on the right side of his head. 
The bullet was later found imbedded 
in the pillow. 


Revolver Obtained by Ruso 


How the revolver was- - obtained 
from the ship was then told by Lt. 
Comdr. J. P. de W. Kitcat, of H.M.S. 
Birmingham, who sald‘ Pitman told 
him on October 14 that he hud been 
invited to Stonecutter's Istund for a 
practice shoot and asked for permis- 
sion to take a service revolver ond 
a, rifle. 

Pitman was also a member of the 
ship’s rifle and revolver team, and 
could have obtaincd ammunition by 
asking the Commissioned Gunner 
for it. 

He had known deceased for over 
a year, and he had always appeared 
to be very cheerful. He did not 
scem to have been worrying about 
anything, while his health had al- 
ways been good. . 

Evidence to show that Pitman had 
not been invited to a practice. shoot 
at Stonccutter’s Island way given by 
Captain G. P, Carless, in charge of 
the Stonecutter’s Rifle Range, while 
Mr. J.S. Cleary, Commissioned 
Gunner of the Birmingham, testified 
that Pitman had received a revolver 
and rifle from him on Saturday mor- 
ning. The rifle was, however, re- 
turned later in the forenoon. 

A short summing up of the evi- 
dence was given by Mr. Forrest, who 
sald the evidence showed that it was 
either accident or sulcide.. 

“Deceased was an expert in the 
use of guns, ond not ot all likely to 
make ao mistake,” sald Mr, Forrest. 
“The person last to see him alive 
said he was sober, and therefore not 
likely to misuse the revolver through 
being intoxicated. If he was not In- 
toxicated, he must have had the re- 
volver there for a purpose. 

“He had obtained leave that after- 
noon, and drawn a revolver by giv- 
Ing a false reason.” 

Concluding, Mr. Forrest sald It 
appeared that Pitmaon’s mind became 
unbalanced a few days before the 
suicide, while the circumstances 
showed that It was o case of suicide. 

Without retiring, the Jury return- 
ed a verdict of suicide.

“J have potatoes in their jackets

heart. But anyway, a lot of nonsense 
is talked nbout potatoes, peeled or 
not, making us fat. They don’t." 

Forty-years-old red-cheeked Mrs. 
Rose Joy; of Lewis Trust-buildings, 
Fulham, widowed mother of three, Is 
a Peeler, : 

“We eat 4lb, ata meal,” she sald. 
“I give our potatoes a good wash 
under running water, peel them 
quickly and thickly with a short, 
worn-down  table-knife, boll them 


and serve them up with lots of salt 
und gravy.” . P . 
CUT THEM IN HALF 

Catering for a multitude every day 
(and therefore both a Peeler and an 
Anti-pecler), M. Rene  Lebegue, 
(maltre-chef at Grosvenor House, W.) 
helped by contributing a recipe 
which ought to sult both schools: 

“Boil or bake your potatocs in 
thelr skins. Cut them In half when 
finished, Mash the insides and odd 
butter and mili, Then replace Into 
the skins. The resulls are pommes 
surprises,” 

Miss Ellaline Terrlas (equally well 
known os the wife of Sir Seymour 
Hicks) remembered the nourishment 
in the skin of a potato. “What o 
mistake to lose it!" she exclaimed, 
“Potatoes tn their jackets.are nicest 
ond best.” 

Twenty-yeurs-old Miss Margaret 
Richards, saleswoman, of Southiields, 
Wimbledon: The controversy means 
nothing to me, Fotatoes are fust 


food—but very nice food. I love 
them baked a golden brown colour 
with ronst beef, Fattening?

QUEENSLAND WATER 
SUPPLY SCHEME 


Sydney. 

Dr. J, J, C. Bradfield, who was 
chief engineer for the construc- 
tion of Sydney Harbour bridge 
and the Sydney Underground 
Railway, has submitted to the 
Queensland Government a. vast 
scheme for watering the inland 
areas of Queensland. It is estim- 
ated that the cost would be 
£30,000,000. 

The plan contemplates impounding 
a huge volume of water from the 
watersheds of northern Queensland. 
It would be carried by tunnel and 
nqueduct through the Great Dividing 
Range, and empticd into the Inland 
flowlng rivers for irrigatlon and the 
watering of stock in the Great Aus- 
trnllan Basin extending lo the New 
South Wales border, : 

Dr. Bradfield estimates that the 
scheme would make possible an in- 
creose of 20,000,000 sheep in Queen- 
sland's flocks and would, expand the 
annual income of Queensland by 
£ 10,000,000, 

At present Iosses of stock caused by 
drought in Queensland aggregate 
£2,500,000 ao yenr, Dr. Bradfield 
states. At 4 per cent. interest, that 
sum would pay the interest on ao 
capital expenditure of |£60,000,000.

Forces’ Costs 


. _Tokyo, Nov. 21. 

The Ministry of Finance on Satur- 
day finished nssessment of the esti- 
mates for all the Government Depart- 
menty except the fighting services 
and will start to-day examination of 
the Army and Navy estimates. - 

Although the Finance Ministry is 
maintaining Sts polley of leaving over 
those {tems which are not of urgent 
necessity, it will take a “positive 
attitude” towards plans relating tc 
reconstruction work following the 
hostilities. CAs 

Efforts are being made, it is polnted 
out, to provide as fully os possible 
for the war relief measures. It is 
understood that the total amount of 
the Government estimates, including’ 
those for the Service Ministrics, will 
run into enormous figures. 

Jt is estimated that there will be 
an Increase of about Yen 225,000,000 
in the coming fiscal year in the 
internal revenue which will mainly 
be derived from the temporary profit 
taxes imposed in connection with the 
China Incident. 

So far as the ordinary budaet fs 
concerned, the Government will not 
enforce new inereascs in taxcs 
Final decision in this regard will be 
made in consideration of the military 
expenditures.—-Domet.

Broadcasting 


Wwe DO NOT intend to enter 
into controversy with the 
anonymous writer who regularly 
contributes Musical Notes to a 
morning contemporary, and who 
‘yesterday made this newspaper 
the subject of an attack because 
it demands brighter and better 
balanced programmes from 
ZBW. 


Were it not for the fact that 
the writer in question makcs 
particular reference to our com- 
ment on the playing of Chopin’s 
“Funeral March” and suggests 
by innuendo that we are guilty 
of disregard for the solemnity 
of Armistice Day, his comments 
would go unchallenged. - 


In referring to the broadcast- 
ing of' the “Funeral March”, we 
merely illustrated the typical 
dullness of ZBW programmes. 
We drew attention to the fact 
that, on the day in question, 
listeners were inflicted, with six 
and a half hours of solid classical 
or semi-classical programmes, 
and no attempt was made to 
provide entertainment for the 
type of listencr who abhors and 
docs not understand what it is 
all about, and who is content 
only with lighter entertainment. 


That is not our idea of a 
balanced programme, nor is it an 
isolated instance of the local 
station’s disregard for the re 
quirements of the bulk of 
listeners, the proletarian class 
who make the financing of 
broadcasting in this Colony 
possible. 


We hold no especial brief for 
jazz, and would be as quick to 
deplore any attempt to revolu- 
tionise. broadcasting in Hong- 
kong to the extent that it would 
become a continuous purveyor 
of the “red hot mammy” type 
of programme so dearly-beloved 
in Manila. 


Frankly, we are irritated at 
the smug complacency of people 
auch as “Ecyore,” when they 
dismiss as a product of the “Silly 
Sencon” the legitimate com- 
plaints of listeners who havo aa 
much right. to entertainment as 
the biggest taipan on the Peak 
or as himself. 

We refer that writer to the 
‘broadcasting programmes pub- 
Nshed in the South China Morning 
Post on November 11, and invite 
-him to compare the programmes 
for ZBW and Daventry. In one 
programme he will see a constant 
repetition of the .type of. pro- 
gramme which, while it might 
be constructive, educational and 
high-brow, {s completely boring 
to most Hatencrs.

Japanese soldiers (believed to be 
officers) subjected Father Belli 
to third degree, urging him to 
sign a confession, which the 
priest emphatically refused to 
do, denying the accusation, and 
disclaiming all knowledge of his 


accuser, 

On November 17, the priest .was 
again interrogated with his hands 
tied behind his back, 

The Itallan Vice-Consul sent a 
representation to the Japanese 
authorities requesting that Father 
Belli be permitted to return to his 
residence, and subscquent interven- 
tion by responsible Japanese military 
authorities resulted In his, release on 
November 17. 

He Is at present in hospital 
recovering from his cxpcricnces, 
while tho Italian Consul is pro- 
testing to the Japanese authorities.

AMERICANS

Japan’s ‘Reply To 
Washington Note 


SHANGHAI, Nov, 21. 

THE AMERICAN’ RELA- 
TIONS . COMMITTEE, _repre- 
senting the American Chamber 
!of Commerce and the amalgamu- 
ted association of ten leading 
missions, issued a statement to- 
day giving the views of Ame- 
ricans in Shanghai with. regard 
to the Japancse reply to the 
American note or protest. 


The rtatement observed; ‘Jopan's 
reply has left no coubt in the minds 
of Americans in the Far East ns lo 
the real intentlons and objectives of 
Japanese imperlalism.. . 

“A situation has develcped, affect- 
ing American interests, which no 
longer ean be met with the orthodnx 
methods of diplomacy.” . : 

The statement characterised the 
‘Japanese reply and explanations as 
ssophistrics or mis-statements nf fact, 
and it cited the rapid dectine” of 
American trade in Manchukuo, which 
was a prelude to similar events in 
the rest of China. 

The statement sald that Japan's 
plans for a tripartite bloc aimed 
primarily to act as a bulwark .for 
Jopancse military power, and 
secondarily to ald Japanese economy 
“credits.” This was tantamount to 
America underwriting her own un- 
doing. , 

“American residents in China have 
no doubt of Japan's dire intentions 
to throttle and expel American com- 
merce, and to control American mis- 
slonary and philanthrople enterprises. 

“Once China's resources are har- 
nessed to Jupunese economic and war 
machines, the menace to America is 
upparent, but then jt may be too late 
for peaceful means,” - 
|. The committec’s statement sald that 
the State Department clearly under- 
stood the situation, but the public 
was not aware of the significance of 
the developments. : 

“Americans in China therefore 
urge the American public to rally to 
the support of the State Department 
in their efforts to preserve our legi- 
timate position in the Far East 
in the face of Japanese aggression.""—

the House of Commons 
‘to-day when moving a 
resolution noting with concern 
the deplorable treatment of 
certain racial, religious and 
political minorities in Europe, 
and requesting an immediate 
and concerted effort among the 
nations, including the United 
States, to secure common 
policy to deal with the refugees. 


Mr. Baker recited a list of 
revolting details of anti-Semitic 
inclacnts in Germany, which he 
asserted, he could guarantee were 
true, 

He declared that all the attacks 
he cited were organised in advance, 
and he cluimed that the events were 
not the spontaneous Indignatidn of 
the people, but the consummation, or 
perhaps the penultimate stage of a 
long-term plan, the spirit and purpose 
of which was plain. 

Mr. Nocl Baker sald that the 
Tong-drastic measures against the 
Jews were not supported by the 
German people. 

It was, he sald, no crime of 
disloyalty or treason which brought 
this fate on the Jews, who had 
shown a self-restraint in Germany, 
as they had in Palestine, which 
was aslmost superbumam. .. 3. -- 

FORCED ON ATTENTION - 

OF GOVERNMENT z 

Replying to the debate, Sir Samuel 
Hoare announced that the Govern- 
ment accepted Mr. Nocl Baker's 
motion. He was opposed: to open 


Interference in the affairs of other} ;. 


Powers, but the antl-Jewlsh measures 
in Germany forced ‘them. on the 
attention of other countries, 

“However deep our . sympathics, 
this problem must be an international 
one,” declared Sir Samucl’ Hoare. 
“Whilst we are perfectly prepared to 
take a full shnre of solving or 
mitigating the problem, it Is a> pro- 
blem for all the 32 countries at pre- 
sent members of the Evian Com- 
mittee.” 

Active enquiries would be made 
among those States, and Sir Samuel 
Hoare sald that he hoped steps would 
be taken in the immediate future, 
when the committee meets. in ten 
days’ time. ° 

SIR SAMUEL'S WARNING 

Dealing with immigration to the 
United Kingdom, Sir Samuel said 
that England was thickly populated 
with a large number of unemployed. 
Rightly or wrongly, there was an 
underlying suspicion of anxicty about 
a blg-scale immigration. . 

"Below the surface, as I know 
from my own experience, there is 
the making of a definite anti-Jewish 
movement. I do my best as Home 
Secretary to stamp upon evils of that 
kind. Whilst few, if any Members 
Jook upon thls problem differently 
from myself, I have to be .carcful to 
avoid anything In the nature of mass 
immigration which mighf€ icad to the 
growth of a movement which we all 
want to sce suppressed, During the 
period in which refugees have been 
leaving Austria and Germany, 11,000 
refugees have been admitted to 
Britain without damage to . employ- 
ment.” (Cheers) —Reuter, 

MORE LIBERAL POLICY 

Britain is expected to. announce a 
more liberal policy with regard to 
the immigration of German Jews. 

Mr, Neville Chamberlain is pre- 
pared to announce in the House of 
Commons, through the Home 
tary, Sir Somuel Hoare, that Britain 
Is rendy to permit 1,000 children to 
enter the country provided British 
Jewish. organisations ore willing to 
accept responsibility for them. 

It is also understood that ‘tho 
Government will approve of Jowish 
children being accepted up to the age 
of 17 for the purposes of their train- 
Ing in Britain preparatory to scttling 
in the. colonies if the scheme is 
Ananced by organisations. 

It is not definitely known whether 
Mr. Chamberlain will take part In 
the debate-—United Press.

XERCISE is invaluable and 

can be practised by any 
child who has good slight but who Is 
worklng overmuch with his cyes. 
Selina does her ten minutes each 
day in five minute stretches. First 
she “watches a bee” buzzing in a 
cirele round her head, Her cyes roll 
slowly round. in. one directlon and 
then in the other. Next she -closes 
her eyes os tightly as possible... 
so that her lids press against the 
oyeballs . ... and blinks them slowly 
three times after cach shutting. 


This exercise immediately relleves 
strain and tightness and the dell- 
berate blinking lubricates the eye. 
Her lazy ecye-—she has only one—Is 
made to work alone while to focus 
her sight on details at o far distance 
and then to switch them suddenly to 
a polnt quite close.

In reading she Is encouraged to 
move her book from time to, time 50 
that her eyes must alter their focus 
and become more flexible and accur- 
ate, Too many of us get into the 
habit of o fixed distance where “we 
rend best.” Swaying the upper part 
of her book Ilke the pendulum of a 
slow clock with’ cyes shut and cast 
downwards is the final exercise on 
Selina’s list. The arms should hand 
loosely and the whole body be re- 
laxed during the exercise.

The third point advanced by the

Broadcasting 


E DO NOT intend to enter i 


into controversy, with the 
anonymous writer who regularly 
contributes Musical Notes to a 
morning contemporary, and who 
yesterday made this newspaper 
the subject of an attack because 
it demands brighter and better 
balanced programmes — from 
ZBW. 


Were it not for the fact that 
the writer in question makes 
particular reference to our comn- 
ment on the playing of Chopin's 
“Funeral March” and suggests 
by innuendo that we are guilty 
of disregard for the solemnity 
of Armistice Day, his comments 
would go unchallenged. 


In referring to the broadcast- 
ing of the ‘Funeral March”, we 
merely illustrated the typical 
dullness. of ZBW programmes. 
We drew attention to the fact 
that, on the day in question, 
listeners. were inflicted with six 
and a half hours of solid classical 
or semi-classical - programmes, 
and no attempt was made to 
provide entertainment for the 
type of listener who abhors and 
docs not understand what it is 
all about, and who is content 
only with lighter entertainment, 


That is not our idea of a 
balanced programme, nor is it an 
isolated instance of the local 
station’s disregard for the re- 
quirements of the bulk of 
listeners, the proletarian class 
who make the financing , of 
broadcasting in this Colony 
possible, 


We hold no especial brief for

Here, in the Jewlsh National Home 
promulgated by Great Britain by the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917 and en- 
dorsed by the League of Nations, 
420,000 Jews have settled since 1020, 

In what was previously derelict 
desert and ond malarial swamp they 
have created a fruitful soll and 
ralsed every’ kind of agricultural 

roduct, from the orange to the 
household vegetable, 

On sandy wastes modern cities 
have risen connected by great motor 
roads and rall, Water has been 
brought to the towns and the desic- 
cated fields, electricity in Nght_and 
power to the remotest village, They 
have brought new Industries to the 
backward Near East, 

They, have built hospitals 
schools and a great University which 
stands proudly on Mount Scopus, in 
Jerusalem, 

Since 1933, 135,000 Jews have fied 
from Nazi Germany. One-third 
of them, some 45,000, have been 
setiled in Palestine, bringing with 
them £10,000,000 In capital which 
they have invested In ogriculture 
and industry, 

Fourteen thousand of these Ger- 
man Jews—former artisans, profes- 
sional and business men—have gone 
-on the land, 9,000 in private small

holdings, 5,000 in the “communal” 
settlements, 

Tho others have been established 
in the towns and “colonics” as 
tradesmen and workers. Profes- 
sional men, the lawyers, doctors,

“But Palestine alone Is not enough, 
for there are still four millions left 
in Europe.

Tho Canton Branch of the Association also | 
sent another scout and a few workers to accompany the 
party. After thelr arrtval, they handed the orphans 
over to the twenty Ladies fron: the Hongkong Association 
who met them ast tho rallway station.

Orphans was started in Hankow in March of this year. * 
» “A scheme was worked ont whereby orphanages would be . 
established throughout China with about 500 children 
asa unit, As its name indicates, the malin purpose of 
the organisation {fs to care for the unfortunate children 
who have become orphaned by the present Sino-Japanese 
hostilities. 
Tho. Associations aim to care for 20, 000 children under 
the age of twelve. Tho children of soldiers and dealltute 
refugees sre given first preference. The maintenance of: 
cach child Is’ $5 (National Currency) per month. 
The members of the organisation in Hongkong have 
secured a temporary Joan of a Chinese charity hospital in

have_also been given the loan of the Old Goyerhment Association for the care of war orphans, 
Clvii Hospital “B” Block, through the 
kind co-operation of the Hongkong 
-Government and of the Refugee Com- 
“mittee of the Tung Wah Hospital. 


Already over 300 children are In 
‘residence at theac homes. The Asso- 
? elation has also taken over a number 
of destitule children, refugees from the 
North, who were at the Tung: Wah 
Hospital Refugee Camp. 

Mr. Aw Boon-haw visited the child- 
ren one day recently and decided to 
bulld them so permanent home. He 
also donated ao sult of clothing for 
cach child which has now become — 
thelr uniform. As a rule they wear 
their old clothes of varylng shapes and | 
sizes contributed by well-wishers 
overseas, 

They spend their mornings studying 
and thelr afferncons are given over 
to manual work. The staff lving in 
the orphanage work on a semi- 
voluntary basis.
